Kansas, while going to Colorado , as settlers. 
Two remaining sisters aged thirteen and 
fifteen years, are yet held by the Indian?, 
doomed to worse than death. Two desperate 
charges were mada by the Indians to regain 
them. They were bitterly repulsed, mul 
handsomely charged by Lieut. Overtoil's 
company. Tho federal troops got close 
enough to use pistola advantageously. 
Tho 


horses wore so much, used up after this, that 
tho men had to light afoot. About eighty 
or one hundred trophies were captured, and 
much property destroyed. Tho camp num- 
bered from IUO to fiOO, counting women and 
children. The pursuit lasted '„'() miles, and 
was not abandoned until -t o'clock p, M., 
when it became useless and impossible 
for it

horsos were worn oat, having had no 
forage for four days and having marched 
two hundred and thirty miles sinco Oct.

"Old Fanner" of Reusselner County writes 
HI follows to the Farmers'jClub: 


Aal am au old farmer, nud havo been iu 


the stuck raising business all my life, I wish 
to reply to KOIUO of tho members of your 
club. Mr. S. H. Buinmortoii wroU to you 
asking information concerning ri sick cow 
which was killed by i mil-practice. Mr. Ely 
thinks tho causo of death was soap and wait- 
pttcr. That iioithor did good nor hurt, 
uuless. too much saltpeter wits used. A 
wine-glass of Boap nud as much saltpeter as 
you can put on n ten-cent pieco will not 
liurt Buy cow. Dr. Trimble- follows in tho 
same channel, only further find rccommondu 
boring the horns. Dr. Smith Bays bora tho 
horn to let the matter run out, etc. Now 
gentlemen, th« medicine used neither did 
good nor hurt. Aa to boring tho horn, I 
would as quick think of boring into ft 
parson's skull who has inflammation on tho 
brain aa toboro into the cow's horn. Fat 
cattle are liable to havo tho hollow horn. 
That is what we call tho horn distemper. 
I do not consider it dangerous if taken care 
of iu time. 


The fire* symptoms aro that the eyes are 


watery, nose dry, run their tongue out aud 
lick tho nose, shrink their milk, will not eat, 
Lorn cold, in a few days corrupted matter 
runs from their nose, horns become hollow ; 
they breathe .hard, and if they do not got 
relief they will die. 
You will ask how to 


know that their horns nro hollow. Lay 
your ear near tho horn nud rap on the horu 
with your kuife, the peculiar sounds will tbo 
noticed. Horn distemper is caused by taking 
cold, or because the stomach is out of order. 
01 course, tho inflammation goes to tho 
head. Cattle in good flesh nre liable to 
hare it. Now, niy medicine is (I have used 
it for fifty yeard), take, one pint of good, 
sour vinegar, two large spoonfuls of popper, 
one handful of salt. Put tho mixture into a 
bottle and give it to tho animals. If they 
are no better in two days, give them another 
dose. If they do not improve, I tako my 
fleam nnd bleed them in the neck. For 
iifty years I havo never lost a creature of 
horu distemper, nud only throo times have 
I resorted to bleeding, and I have doctored 
a good mauy. 


Always find out what tbe disease is—then 


doctor afterward, as you would n human 
being. Salt your cattle often, nnd give them 
good water. 13o kind to your cattle, nnd 
you will be paid for so doing. 


TitiMMiSG UP.—AU farmers, perlmps, are 


not aware of tho great improvement in trim- 
ming up in the general appearance of their 
farms, nud especially when douo in the im- 
mediate vicinity of their buildings, which 
cm be accomplished by cutting and clearing 
worthless bushes from tho roadside. 
Be- 


sides affording n clearer nnd bettor view of 
"verdflut field and pasture green" on the 
other side lo tbe passer by, it is nu unmis- 
takable evidence (if tho thrift and enterprise 
of its owners— which too mo-'iy of onr New 
England farmers sadly lack. This may seem 
to them of small consequence when there is 
S3 much otber necessary work to bo per- 
formed ; yet v.'o cau nssuro them that people 
passing by always notice and comment upon 
tho appearance of their premises, and judge 
tho man by his immediate suiToiiudings,nud 
aro geuornlly pretty correct in their judg- 
ment. 
If you wish lo pell your farm, the 


expense of brush cutting will prove n paying 
investment; if you wish to keep it, it will 
pay still better in tho pride nnd Hatisfnction 
it will bring you. A certain amount of pride 
should bo fostered by all classes, and we 
thiuk it more becoming among farmers thnn 
most others, as they have greater opportu- 
nities aud inducements to exercise it.— 
[Peterborough Transcript. 


ORCHARD AND NUKSERY.—AU Into sorts of 


fruit should be harvested before sharp 
frosts. Never shake good fruit from the 
treoH, but pick carefully by hand, to avoid 
bruidas nud consequent decay. 


In packing tako care not to injure tho 


fruit, aud let it be well assorted: tho diffcr- 
euco iu price between properly assorted 
fruit nnd tlmfc packed ns it comes from the 
tree will repay a good don! of care in this 
respect. 
When good prices can be had it is 


better to sell at OUCQ. Keep tho tempera- 
ture of tho fruit cellar as low ns pormhlo 
without freezing. 


Do not mis cider made from Hummer ap- 


ples with that from tho late fruit, union:! for 
makiug vinegar. Giilor made from the late 
Full nud Winter apples is best for homo HKO. 
The more cnre used in sorting Iho fruit, imd 
the more gradual tho fermentation, Iho bet- 
ter tho quality will be. 


Whero Fall planting in done, set Iho trees 


nt once, so that thoy will become \vell es- 
tablished before cold weather. Land for 
planting trees neit Spring should bo plowed 
in the Fall, lloplaco old and defaced lubfils 
with new, aud at tho saina Lima 
BOO that a 


plan in made with the name and place of 
each tree. 


Nursery trees should bo looked after, am 


if they need cutting back or triimuiug, do it 
at ouca. 


Budded trocs will need looking after, niic 


the tyings loosened if too tight. 


If it is desirable to separate boot!.! for 


raising stocks, small quantities may bo 
washed out by menus of n sieve, but where 
much is needed a stream of water and a 
kind of cradle are required. 


Peach stones should bo buried in bozos 


nnd left over Winter. If considerable qunn 
tities aro planted, the best way is to now 
thickly on tho ground, nud cover with earth 
they will crack during Winter nud nro to bo 
niftcdout in the Spring and planted. 


USES OF THE DKAU LEAVES.—The leaves oi 


deciduous trees and shrubs, grape-TinflS,-ctc.. 
are now falling, and will soon bo f-cattered 
by tho high winds of the Fall, if not collect 
ed and stowed away for future uso. Thej 
arc too valuable for many purposes to be al 
lowed to go to waste. They form a ROO< 
protection for strawberries darinj; (he Win 
ter ns a covering of them prevents that a! 
tornntfl freezing and thawing which is so in 
jurioun 
to tho plants. 
A covering twr 


inches tn depth will be necessary, and thii 
should bo kept frpm blowing away by tin 
pressure of twiggy branches spread over it 
Decayed loaves produce that valuable- ma- 
nure known a.« leaf-mold, which is so highl; 
prized by tho florist. In tho construction o 
hot-beds, dcatl loaves arc very useful, a 
layers of them, between layers of manure 
moderate the heat nud retain it for n long 
time. For littering stock and absorbing H 
quid manure, dead loaves are of great value 
Largo quantities should now bo collected am 
kept in sheds for future use.
